VICTORIA'S COUSIN

DIES AT LEADVILLE

LEADVILLE, Colo.. April 23. Steph-
anie, Baroness Dl Gallotti di Napoll,
daughter of Signor Ghillardl of Milan,
Italy, and a second cousin of the lato
Queen Victoria of England, Is dead in
this city.

Tho Baroness was born In Milan in
1S40. When 14 years old she was mar-
ried to Baron Dl Gallotti, with whom
she lived happily for many years. In
1S55 tho Baron was exiled for political
reasons from Italy, and a few years
later the couple camo to America. The
Baroness was possessed of a beautiful
voice, and in the straits they had been
forced Into 6he found it necessary to
use her voice for money. She traveled
with tho leading Italian opera com-
panies In the early sixties. The Baron
died In Denver In 1S7I. He had received
a letter from tho King of Italy cancel-
ing the order exiling him from his coun-
try. Tho shock produced by tho Joyful
tidings caused his death.

CREMATED HIS WIFE

U. S. MEAT INSPECTOR

A SUICIDE AT OMAHA

OMAHA, April 23 The body of a
man found dead Friday was identified
today as that of MaJ. James W. Davis,
aged 74, a Government meat Inspector,
and brother-in-la- w of the late George
Francis Train.

The man evidently had taken his own
life by swallowing strychnine, a vlul
containing some of the drug being
found in Ills hand when tho body was
discovered. He has lived In Omaha
thirty-seve- n years, formerly was a law-
yer of prominence and served as a Ma-
jor in the Forty-nint- h Infantry.
